Twelfth  Annual  Report 


The  twelftli  annual  meeting  of  the  Hamilton  Health  As- 
sociation was  held  in  the  Y.  W.  C.  A.  parlors  on  Thui-sday. 
May  3rd,  1917.  Mr.  J.  J.  Evel  presided,  and  following  the 
reading  of  the  minutes  of  the  last  meeting,  delivered  his  ad- 
dress as  follows  : 

Ladies  and  Gentlemen  : 

Your  directors  report  a  year  of  great  progress,  even 
though  hampered  by  the  difficulty  of  securing  materials 
and  help,  the  increased  cost  of  goods  and  our  chronic  condi- 
tion of  insufficient  funds,  which  circumstances,  beside  add- 
ing greatly  to  the  problem  of  making  ends  meet  and  taxing 
our  efforts  to  the  utmost,  have  prevented  us  doing  many 
tihings  which  should  have  been  done  in  the  interest  of  th«' 
work. 

The  road  leading  from  Barton  into  the  Saji  is  now  in 
good  condition,  thanks  to  the  Councils  of  the  City,  the 
County  and  Township  of  Barton,  and  although  the  com- 
mittee in  charge  of  this  work  are  not  able  to  report  defin- 
itely, they  are  confident  that  in  a  short  time  the  road  from 
the  Becket  Drive  to  the  Sanatorium  road,  ajid  the  one  on  the 
San  property  leading  to  the  brow,  will  be  put  in  first-class 
order. 

We  are  pleased  to  report  the  completion  of  the  work  on 
the  sewer  from  the  Sanatorium  property  to  the  city  sewage 
system.  Attention  has  been  paid  to  proper  appliances  for 
protection  against  fire. 

The  two  new  brick  houses  east  of  the  Infirmary,  one  for 
the  use  of  the  engineer  and  the  other  as  a  temporary  addi- 
tion to  the  home  for  the  nurses,  are  nearing  completion.

On  September  26th,  ]n]6.  the  i)ostponed  meeting  of  the 
combined  Boards  of  the  Hamilton  Health  Association  was 
held  at  the  Spectator  Building  to  consider  the  proposal  of 
Mr.  E.  H.  Scammel,  the  Secretary  of  the  :\Iilitai-y  Hospitals 
Commission,  to  erect  buildings  on  the  San  jiroperty  for 
the  accommodation  of  tul)ereular  returned  soldiers,  and  on 
motion  of  Sir  John  fTibson.  seconded  by  Mrs.  P.  D.  Crerar. 
this  proposal  was  acted  upon.  Tlie  action  taken  at  that 
and  later  meetings  resailted  in  our  having  accommoda- 
tion for  one  hundred  and  forty-four  soldiers  in  pavilion-; 
and  other  buildings  which  cost  some  $50,000.  for  which 
the  Provincial  Governnu^nt  and  the  ^Military  Hospitals 
Commission  eaeli  contributed  $25,000.00.  Tiu'se  build- 
ings are  to  become  the  property  of  the  Hamilton  Health 
Association  when  they  are  no  longer  required  by  the  Mili- 
tary Hospitals  Commisdon  for  consumptive  soldiers.  In 
this  connection,  under  an  agreement  Avith  this  Association, 
it  Avas  provided  that  tihis  Association  would  be  responsibb- 
for  th(^  e(|uipment  of  the  pavilions,  the  cost  of  which  will 
be  $8,000.00.  As  thi-;  amount  would  create  (piite  an  inroad 
in  our  resources,  Sir  John  Gibson,  one  of  our  Board,  under- 
took to  lay  the  matter  before  the  executive  committee  of 
the  Canadian  Red  Cross  Society,  of  which  he  is  a  member 
and  Past  President,  with  a  view  to  being  w'holly  or  in  part 
relieved  from  this  obligation.  It  is  most  satisfactory  to  be 
able  to  state  that  lii>;  efforts  were  entirely  successful,  fhe 
Red  Cross  Society  assuming  the  entire  payment  for  the 
equipment. 

I'Uavoidable  delay  in  the  completion  of  these  buildings 
and  the  temporaiy  occupation  of  the  new  Infirmary  by  the 
soldiers  has  imposed  a  burden  on  the  Hamilton  Hospital 
and  kept  several  City  patients  on  the  waiting  list.  We  are 
pleased  to  report  that  this  difficulty  is  drawing  to  an  end. 
ajid  we  expect  by  the  middle  of  May  to  take  full  responsi- 
bility for  the  patients  in  the  Southam  Home  and  for  any 
citizens  on  our  waiting  list  who  sliould  be  under  Sanatorium 
treatment. 
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We  thankfully  acknowledge  bequests  from  tihe  executors 
of  the  estates  of  tin*  iatt-  (J.  W.  Butlrr  iiiul  the  lat«'  Doctor 
Peters. 

We  have  much  pleasure  in  recommending  Mr.  W  C. 
Hawkins  and  Mr.  \..  K.  Gn-ene  to  thf  Dinctorate.

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this  year,   not  including,   however,   depreciation   on   build- 
ings, which  are  being  paid  for  out  of  the  City  grant.

In  lliis,  tli«'  «'!evfMtli  aniiual  n-noi-l.  and  tlu'  ninth  I  have 
had  thf  honor  an»l  pl»'asnr»'  of  prt'si-nting,  1  feel  that  so  niueli 
might  h»'  said  that  it  is  impossible  to  cover  the  ground  ade- 
<|uately.  so  will  «*ndeavor  simply  to  i)ut  on  record  the  pro- 
gress that  ha.s  been  n)ade  and  to  emphasize  The  few  state- 
ments I  made  last  year. 

A^ter  urging  for  several  yoai-s  the  need  of  an  Infirmary 
for  the  reception  of  all  eases  and  further  treatment  of  the 
more  serious  cases,  I  cannot  but  be  proud  of  the  building 
that  is  now  in  use,  but  1  little  dreamed  that  it  wouKl  be  the 
smaller  part  of  tiie  additions  that  would  be  erected  on  the 
new  site  at  the  Brow.  This  increase  is  a  part  of  war  condi- 
tions and  has  been  especially  trying,  in  that  no  sooner  did 
we  get  a  satisfactory  workiuf^  arrangement  than  more  buibl- 
ings  were  jjlanned.  and  the  arrangement  with  regard  to 
cooking,  heating  and  nui'sing  had  to  be  readjusted  to  m«*et 
the  new  eondilions.  As  a  result  affairs  have  been  far  ujore 
uiisettleHl  than  they  would  have  been,  some  of  the  work  has 
had  to  be  altered  or  done  over  again,  and  even  now  c»^rtain 
d«'i)artments  are  too  small  for  the  larger  scheme. 

But  we  are  progresffing  juid  can  record  a  wonderful  ad- 
vance over  last  year.  Instead  of  a  1otal  capacity  of  115  pa- 
tients we  now  have  215.  and  will  soon  have  .{1').  about  half 
of  which  will  be  civilians  and  half  soldiers. 

We  also  have  a  record  of  :{0  of  our  ex-patients  who  hav«' 
enlisted  and  undoubtedly  otln-rs  have  enlisted,  of  whom  we 
have  lost  the  record.  Of  those  who  have  enli.sted  it  is  won- 
derful how  few  have  had  1o  be  discharged  for  physical  un- 
fitness. It  seems  to  me  that  the  training  these  men  have  re 
ceived  must  have  stood  them  in  good  stead.  One  of  these 
men  has  been  with  the  "  Kiglitiiig  llth."  going  to  Fnince 
with  the  first  contingent,  and  is  known  as  one  of  the  best 
Canadian  gunners. 

Our  experience  with  the  .soldiers  has  served  to  confirm 
me  in  ever}'  opinion  I  advanced  in  Ia«t  year's  report.    For 
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instance,  in  the  uiattcr  of  cliildliood  infection  being  the  seri- 
ous factor,  we  have  seen  sohlicr  after  sohlier  come  for  treat- 
ment with  signs  of  extensive  scar  tissuf*,  but  with  very  little 
active  trouble.  If  this  extensive  involvment  had  all  devel- 
0])ed  recently  there  would  'have  been  such  serious  active 
trouble  that  the  patient  would  run  great  chance  of  dying. 
In  fact  this  has  'hapi)ened  with  a  few,  but  with  the  majority 
there  had  been,  previous  to  enlistment,  so  much  lung  tissue 
replaced  by  scai-  tissue  that  the  i)atient's  air  capacity,  or 
breathing  capacity,  and  therefore  his  working  capacity, 
was  diminished  to  such  an  extent  that  he  could  not  hold 
his  own  with  normal  men,  and  when  after  enlistment  he 
was  compelled  to  try  to  do  so,  he  had  to  capitulate,  and  not 
till  then  was  the  cause  of  his  diminished  working  capacity 
sought  for  and  found. 

Then  again,  I  still  believe  that  compulsory  military 
training  could  be  made  to  do  a  great  service  to  the  state, 
not  only  from  a  military  standpoint,  but  also  as  an  aid  in 
the  eradication  of  disease,  but  will  refer  you  to  last  year's 
report  for  my  ideas  on  this  point.  But  I  would  like  to  add 
that  my  idea  of  suffrage,  or  the  rigtht  to  vote,  is  that  it 
should  be  dependent  upon  the  idea  of  service,  that  no  man 
wouM  have  the  right  to  vote  who  was  unwilling  to  serve, 
and  if  necessary  take  up  arms  for  his  country.  For  instance, 
why  should  a  young  man  who  is  unwilling  to  serve  his 
country  to-day  expect  to  have  a  vote  to  determine  how  men 
that  are  serving  their  country  s^hould  be  governed;  and  if 
this,  why  not  compulsory'  military  training  with  an  efficient 
system  of  medical  examinations,  and  with  treatment  of  all 
disabling  conditions,  including  tuberculosis,  in  their  early 
stage. 

Anil  our  experience  with  these  men  goes  to  show  that 
the  eradication  of  tuberculosis  will  not  come  through  the 
protection  of  \\v  adult,  but  through  the  protection  of  the 
child.  The  adult  consumptive  must  not  be  allowed  to  live 
in  contact  with  the  little  cliiM.  and  our  preventorium  work 
must  continue  to  grow,  and  with  it  all  must  grow  a  wider 
knowledge  of  the  methods  of  diagnosis  of  early  tuberculosis 
in  the  child.  Cases  in  children  are  being  missed  by  medical 
men  every  day  because  they  look  for  the  gix)sser  lesson  of  an 
acute  disease  when  they  s^hould  look  for  the  obscure  signs 
of  a  very  chronic  disease  which  presents,  a  slight  degree  of 
dulness  oji  percussion,  a  slight  chajige  from  normal  breath- 
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ing,  u  slight  risi'  of  tt'inptTatuiv,  a  history  of  slightly  more 
than  nonuni  fatiguf.  with  slight  I'liiai-iatioii  and  palt'iitss. 
Thf  fuiliir.'  to  olistrvt-  this  coiMlition.  I  belirvc.  Uads  to  tin* 
givatcst  wast*'  luul  tin-  gi»'at«'st  iuhnI  for  I'oiiservatitui  that 
we  havf  to-day.  Tin*  soKlicrs  that  \\v  have  Irt'att-d  who 
probably  pn-ai'iiti'd  this  i-ondition  in  childhood  an*  fxamples 
of  diiuiniahfd  pliysical  working  capacity,  and  very  many 
of  them,  if  trcateti  in  childhood  would  have  reached  man 
hooil  with  far  less  sear  tissue,  and  therefore  with  greater 
working  capacity,  and  would  have  been  an  aswt  1o  the 
country  at  this  time.  Instea^l  they  have  cost  the  country  a 
large  sum  to  train,  only  to  become  a  pernian«nt  liability.  So 
1  repeat,  lhat  our  work  with  tuberculosis  children  must  con- 
tinue to  grow  if  We  are  to  render  efficient  service  to  the 
state. 

A  peculiarity  of  t.he  after  care  of  returned  soldiei-s  is 
this,  that  -while  special  hospitals  or  homes  are  being  pre- 
pared for  liluise  sut!"ering  from  most  otlu-r  liiseases,  yet  in 
the  ca.se  of  tuberculosis  patients  the  authorities  have  found 
it  more  satisfactory  to  turn  to  the  eaftablished  sanatoria. 
When  they  have  tried  the  other  metihod  it  has  not  proved 
satisfactory,  for  a  tubi-rculosis  i)atient  has  to  receive  not 
only  treatment  but.  what  is  far  more  important,  education. 
Every  successful  sanatorium  is  also  a  School  of  Health,  and 
I  consider  it  a  fortunate  thing  for  Canada  that  tJhere  are  .so 
many  sanatoria  that  have  had  sutTicit-nt  experience  in  this 
line  of  work  to  be  ready  for  this  great  emergency.  And 
while  for  instance,  there  may  be  some  feeling  tlhat  in  some 
lines  Hamilton  has  been  a.sked  to  k\o  more  than  a  fair  share, 
yet  if  this  city  and  this  Association  ha<l  not  risen  to  the 
emergency  in  dealing  with  this  infectious  disease,  not  only 
would  tiiiese  soldiers  who  have  ser\'ed  us  in  war  fail  to  re- 
ceive adequate  treatment,  but  they  would  have  gradually 
drifted  to  this  and  other  cities  to  ser\'e  a.s  new  foci  of  this 
disease,  and  .so  undo  all  the  work  tlmt  has  been  accom- 
plishetl.  Kxperience  has  already  shoAvn  that  patienta  cannot 
be  kept  in  a  Sanatorium  uidess  they  are  getting  a  fair  deal, 
ami  a  fair  deal  means  efficient  treatment.  The  time  re- 
tjuired  for  treatment  is  so  long  that  with  anything  less  they 
become  discouraged  and  cannot  be  kept  under  control.  So 
I  am  sure  that  our  citizena  'have  reason  to  be  glad  that  we 
are  in  a  position  to  serve  not  alone  the  Holdiers.  but  them 
selves  as  well  in  this  great  emergency.

In  concluding,  I  \vi^^h  to  point  out  the  fact  that  with  our 
growth  in  aceoniniodation  for  |>atit*nts,  wt*  have  boon  com- 
pelled to  incrt*ast'  our  staff  in  proportion,  and  tin*  present 
time  finds  us  with  more  aceoniniodation  planned  for  in  var- 
ious depart nient.s.  The  difft-n-nt  dt-partments  were  aflerjuate 
for  former  conditions,  hut  we  now  need  more  aceommoila- 
tion  for  employees,  more  dairy  aceommodation.  more  poul- 
tr}'  houses,  and  enlargment  of  various  oilier  branches.  Our 
most  pressing  need  just  now  is  more  accommodation  for 
nurses,  and  indeed  conditions  will  invtr  he  s.itisf'Mrtory  un- 
til we  have  a  new  nurses'  home. 

I.  would  not  like  to  conclude  this  report  without  thank- 
ing our  civilian  patients  who  have  been  so  con.siderate  at 
this  time,  not  only  in  .showing  no  disjippointment  with  the 
loss  of  the  New  Infirmary  for  themselves  and  in  submitting 
to  overcrowding  in  their  old  quarters,  but  in  also  showing 
that  while  they  cannot  shoulder  arms,  yet  that  they  can 
a.ssist  us  by  playing  the  game  in  taking  tlie  cure,  thus  mak- 
ing less  demands  upon  our  time,  and  enabling  us  the  more 
to  a.ssist  the  soldier  patients. 

I  have  to  thank  all  tlie  officers  and  the  employees  who 
have  assisted  at  this  trying  time,  and  as  an  illustration  of 
difficulties  need  oidy  mention  the  fact  that  we  have  been 
organizing  tlie  work  in  the  \ew  Infirmary  while  the  con- 
tractors were  still  at  work  completing  the  building.  I  feel, 
too.  That  after  nine  years  of  service  I  wish  to  express  to  the 
Board  under  whom  T  have  served,  my  ap|)reciation  of  their 
kindness  and  a.ssistance  at  all  times  in  carrying  out  their 
instructions.  It  is  on  this  account  that  T  can  look  back 
upon  my  part  ..f  1)1.   wnrk  with  so  much  jileasure. 

An«l  if  we  needled  encouragement  surely  the  example  of 
the  St.  Elizabeth  Chapter  taking  on  the  extra  bunlcn  of  sup- 
plying linen  for  the  \ew  Infir?nar\'  in  addition  to  the  work 
they  have  previously  done,  should  bo  sufficient  to  spur  us  on. 
Wo  feel  we  are  pnitccting  tlie  children  in  the  homes  of  Ham- 
ilton and  with  the  support  given  by  the  ^anghter■^  of  the 
Kmpire  we  are  n*warded  by  proof  that  the  work  is  appreci- 
ated.

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BILLIKEN  CLUB  REPORT. 

I  have  much  pleasure  in  pi-esenting  the  following  re- 
port of  the  work  done  by  the  Bil liken  Club  during  the  year 
ending  Ma}^  1st.  19]  7  : 

During  the  year  tihe  work  of  the  Club  has  broadened 
considerably,  owing  to  the  gassed  soldiers  at  the  San.  Two 
of  the  members  visit  them  regularly  each  week,  taking  them 
delicacies,  for  Avhich  ten  dollars  a  month  is  provided  by  the 
Club.  The  Preventorium  is  also  visited  each  week  by  two 
of  the  members,  and  five  .lojlars  a  month  is  spent  on  deli- 
cacies for  the  children. 

At  present  tfhere  are  22  families  on  the  list  Arho  are  vis- 
ited by  the  members  and  provided  with  necessary  clothing. 
Fourteen  families  receive  milk  daily,  one  bread  daily,  and 
one  eggs  weekly,  through  the  Down  Town  Dispensary.  At 
Christmas  time  each  family  received  warm  clothing,  and 
seven  Christmas  dinners  were  provided. 

On  October  18tli  the  Annual  Bazaar  was  held,  Mrs.  W. 
J.  Southam  veiy  kindly  offering  her  residence,  "  Ingle- 
wood.""  for  the  occasion,  which  proved  to  be  a  great  success 
in  ever}'  way,  the  verv'  satisfactoiy  amount  of  $612.52  being 
realized.      '' 

In  March  a  series  of  raffles  was  held  at  the  Connaught. 
through  the  kindness  of  the  ^lanager.  Mr.  O'Neil.  which 
was  an  unqualified  success.  $607.74  being  the  amount  real- 
ized. 

The  Club  wishes  to  thank  all  the  kind  friends  who  have 
taken  such  an  active  and  kindly  interest  in  the  work  during 
the  past  year.

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LADIES'   AUXILIARY  REPORT. 

During  the  year  ending  April  27th.  1917.  the  Ladifs" 
Auxiliary  Board  has  been  exceptioiiHlly  hiisy.  Added  to  th.- 
work  of  former  yeai-s,  the  completion  of  the  new  Infirmary 
in  the  autumn  of  1916  necessitated  the  pur(^hase  of  furnisli- 
ings  and  equipment.  This  the  Ladies'  Board  undertook  an.l 
in  spite  of  many  delays  and  mudh  inconvenience  on  account 
of  the  condition  of  the  Infirmary  floors  and  kitchen,  were 
able  on  December  5th  to  accommodate  seventy  soldiei-s. 
when  called  upon  to  do  so  by  the  G-overnment. 

Eleven  meetings  have  been  held  during  the  year,  with  an 
average  attendance  of  seven. 

It  is  wit*h  sincere  regret  the  Board  has  to  report  the 
resignation  of  Mrs.  Wanzer.  -vv^ho,  for  eleven  years,  made 
the  Sanatorium  'homelike  for  the  patients  and  so  delightful 
for  all  visitors.  To  her,  in  a  large  measure,  is  due  the  sm-- 
eess  of  the  Institution  in  its  early  days. 

Miss  Renton,  the  down-town  nurse,  who  resigned  her 
position  on  March  1st.  was  also  a  distinct  loss  to  the  organ- 
ization. Some  idea  of  her  untiring  energy  and  invaluable 
services  may  be  obtained  from  the  following  report  : 

2,073  patients  called  at  the  Dispensary  for  medicine  or 
advice. 

1,138  examinations  were  made  by  the  doctors,  at  whii-h 
Mis-^  Renton  assisted,  and  1,460  visits  were  made  by  her  1o 
patients'  homes. 

In  appreciation  of  her  services  the  Ladies'  Board  pre- 
sented ]\Iiss  Renton  with  a  silver  seiwiee  and  tray. 

Improvements  have  been  ma'de  in  the  Dispensary  to 
facilitate  the  doctor's  work.  Two  examining  and  two 
dressing  rooms  have  been  added. 

Mi.sS  Doolittle's  Fund,  from  which  the  nurse  may  draw 
in  any  case  of  distress,  and  the  Billikin  Club  have  been  of 
great  assistance  to  ^liss  Renton. 

The  P.oard  of  Health  has  taken  over  the  supervision  of 
the  down-town  nui-se.  and  has  engaged  Mrs.  Jarvis  for  1haf 
position. 
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By  a  recent  Provincial  Act  this  Board  Is  empowered  to 
force  the  entrance  of  tubercular  patients  Into  sanatoii.i. 
thus  mininii/inf?  Che  danger  of  spreading  the  disease. 

Owing  to  the  confuse*!  condition  of  the  new  Infirmary, 
incident  on  it.s  temporary'  use  by  the  government,  no  com 
plete  donations  to  that  institution  can  be  obtained,  but  to 
all  those  who  have  helped  by  gifts  of  money,  fruit,  inajr;!- 
zines.  linen,  etc.,  we  extend  our  grateful  thanks. 

The  Ladies'  Board  wishes  especially  to  thank  Dr.  Ho'- 
brook.  Mrs.  Ilsen  and  Miss  McLean  for  their  splendid  co- 
operation during  the  year.  Al.so  the  newspapers  for  many 
courtesies,  and  all  those  whose  kind  donations  (appearing 
elsewhere  in  t'lic  annual  reports') ,  have  contributed  to  the 
comfort  and  happinesK  of  the  patients  and  staff  of  the  Sana- 
torium.
